VICTORIA, B.C., Oct. 14.—‘‘Until I secure an official copy 
of the railway board's judgment respecting the Crow's Nest Pass 
rates I cannot say what action the government of British (‘olum- 


bia will take,” said Premier Oliver today in commenting on the 
Ottawa press dispatch tefling of the decision of the board to call 
for withdrawal of the Crow's Nest Pass rates within 15 days. 

“So far as British Columbia is concerned, and that particu- 
larly the fruit producing areas, the effect of this decision of the 
board is to very materially reduce the discrimination against 
them. Personally, I view with considerable misgiving a decision 
which overrides a statutory agreement which has been in force 
for the last 26 years. I understand that the decision of the board 
means they agree with the contention of the railway that the 
Crow's Nest Pass Agreement Act was superseded by the General 
Railway Act of 1903 I feel quite sure that the decision of the

The world’s record at that time 
stood to the credit of that wonder- 
ful French runner Jean Bouin, who 
in 1913 registered 30.68 4-5, These 
two times were pulled down when 
Paavo Nurmi at Stockholm, Swed- 
en in 1921, registered the marve!- 
lous time of 30,40 2-6. 

Jean Bou's, was one of the ablest 
distance runners that the sport has 
known and always gave a good av~ 
count of himself every time he turn- 
ed out. His death took place just as 
he was ascending to the pinnacle of 
fame, as he had ran in the best com- 
pany the world could produce in his 
day, and was swiftly and surely es- 
tablishing himeelf as one of the 
world’s track wonders. He was one 
of the most brilliant amateur ath- 
letes that France gave to the sport 
and one of the best that ever took 
part in the running game. 

Unbeaten Records, 

To his name there is listed today 
three world's records, created by 
him in 1911 and 1913. One of these 
is for a distance of 6 miles 68 yards 
ify, 29.61 8-5, showing him capable of 
[doing over 6 miles inside of 30 mis- 
jutes. The other distances are 11 
miles in 65 min, 6¢ sec,, and the one 
hour record, in which time he cov- 
ered the remarkable distance of 11 
miles 1421 yards. 

Surely no further evidence ts need- 
ed to justify the place that the name 
of Jean Bouin occupies in the his- 
tory of track athletics. His 6 miies
